Antioch First party plans 
street, water improvements

"Antioch First's second goal is to 
continue to improve street, sewer, 
sidewalk and water systems," said 
Mayor Marilyn Shineflug, incum- 
bent candidate for the mayoral 
position. "The current administra- 
tion has a strong record of planning 
and competing public improve- 
ments which benefit die entire 
village." 

She said the party plans to use 
revenue from new commercial 
development as well as from state 
and federal sources to help finance 
current plans to improve the street, 
sewer, sidewalk and water systems. 

"The village has plans to 
improve Lake Street including resur- 
facing, new curbs, gutters, sidewalks 
and upgraded lighting similar to new 
lighting on Main St The village also 

has plarjLSJto.improve McMilleri and 
Anita located in the industrial park," 

said Shineflug. The village is sched- 
uled to receive federal funding 
administered by the state for these 
projects, but will need to finance 
approximately 30 percent of the 
costs as a local share." 

She explained that mere is an 
annual street rehabilitation program 
in place, but tax caps limit die 
funding available to accomplish it. 
One percent of sales tax revenue 
generated within die village limits 
goes to the village, now about 
$1,800,000. New commercial devel- 




opment is expected to bring between 
$800,000 and $1,500,000 additionally 
each year. 

Shineflug said, "Village residents 
would benefit directly because the 
additional revenue could be used to 
help accelerate current plans to 
improve Antioch's streets, sidewalks 
and other public improvements." 

The Antioch First party plans to 
support die Antioch Facilities Plan 
under development by the current 
administration through studies 
conducted to address flooding 
problems throughout die village, 
particularly Oakwood Knolls. Thls^ 
plan will be used to apply for one of 

more low interest loans from me 
state to obtain additional funding for 
improvements," said Shineflug. 

Additionally die party will 
support the village's participation in 
die development of the Sequoit 
Creek Watershed Plan and die Little

New legislation makes Ecstasy a class X felony

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The Illinois House of Representa- 
tives created tougher penalties for 
those possessing or selling club drugs 
containing MDMA such as Ecstasy by 
approving House Bill 126. With this 
bill, MDMA related drugs fall under 
die same class X felony penalties as 
cocaine. 

State Rep. Tim Osmond (R- 
Antioch) sponsored the legislation 
and said, "Drug dealers had found a 
loophole in legislation that allowed 
them to put profit before the risk of 
• prosecution." 

The bill also amends die drug- 



induced homicide and infliction of 
great bodily harm statutes to allow 
street level dealers to be charged 
when death or serious injuries are 
die result of the sale of illegal 



narcotics,

es Ecstasy so danger- 
ous is that it's made by criminals in 
unsanitary conditions, you never 
know what will be in any given pill," 
said Terry Lemming, director of die 
Lake County Metropolitan Enforce- 
ment Group. "These criminals 
market the drug to. children, from 
grade school through college. 
Research shows that even limited use 
of Ecstasy can cause brain damage." 
MDMA stimulates die release of 



jthe, neurotransmitter serotonin from 
brain neurons producing a high that 
lasts from several minutes to an hour. 
It can damage neurotransmitters 
affecting mood and memory, and 
push the user's body temperature 
and heart rate to dangerous levels. 
Additionally, studies show it can 

cause addiction and other problei 
similar to diose experienced b 
amphetamine and cocaine users. 
Other side effects include depression, 
sleep problems, anxiety and paranoia 
both during and up to weeks after 

taking die drug. 

Osmond said die legislation is 
critical to protect children from the 
prey of drug dealers.

Record numbers of Illinoisans are turning 
to the Internet to File their Illinois taxes this 
year, and three out of four are using direct de- 
posit to get their refunds in about a week. 

Taxpayers who chose our Internet (l-File) 
program were able to file electronically for free, 
get their refunds in about a week, and not have 
to cash a check," said Glen Bower, Director of 
Revenue. 

Other advantages to Internet filling include 
confirmation numbers that taxpayers can use 
to prove filing, electronic edits mat reduce er- 
rors, and the convenience of filling 24 hours 
per day, Bower said. 

So far this year, 15,706 taxpayers have filed 
through the Department of Revenue's I-File 
program, 36 percent more than at the same 
time last year. 

Approximately three out of four Illinoisans 
can use the I-File as a pilot program twice as 
many as could use the program last year. 

The Department of Revenue introduced I- 
.-File as a pilot program in 1999 and it was used 
b/ 1 1,190 taxpayers. 'Last year, 43,538 taxpay- 
ers used the Internet to file their Illinois tax re- 
turns. 

Qualifications for I-File, and all other elec- 
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tronic filing programs, are listed in Illinois In- 
come Tax booklets and on the department's 
web site at www.revehue.state.il.us. Taxpayers 
can select an option that works for mem. 

Internet filers neeel their personal identifi- 
cation number (IL-PIN) that was assigned to 
taxpayers who filed returns in 2000. The IL-PIN 
was included with the tax booklets. 

Taxpayers who filed a return last year but 
did not receive a booklet can get their IL-PIN 
from the department's web site or by calling 
(800) 732-8866. Taxpayers should have their 
driver's license available. 

I-File is one of four electronic filing options 
that the Department of Revenue offers, each of 
which will provide refunds in about a week 
when taxpayers use direct deposit: 

•TeleFile - free filing via touch-tone tele- 
phone, 

•e-File - filing through a tax preparer, and, 

•retail software, filing through commer- 
cial packages like Turbo Tax or TaxCut. 

So far this filing season, more than 
460.000 taxpayers have filed their returns 
electronically, and 122,000 have chosen to 
have their refunds direct deposited in their

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game with him. No sooner would he be with-

Today's children take Disney's 
awesome fairytale telling, as well 
as a movie or TV scTeen filled with 
George Lucas' "impossible" spe- 
cial effects, for granted.

peto fills the bill, as do Aaron 
Thielen and his gang of errant 
boys who end up being turned 
into donkeys 

All the singing voices, especial- 
ly that of Angela Berra as the Blue 
Fairy, are up to Marriott's usual 
high standards. 

Daniel Tatar's well sung and 
acted Pinocchio turns out to be 
the controversial one as far as my 
grandchildren were concerned. 

The fact that the live puppet is 
bigger than his father was "OK be- 
cause he was the most important 
person in the play," according to 
one.

C ounty avoids chad problems

In light of November's presidential election 
problems in Florida, a lot of election boards na- 
tionwide arc looking to get away from paper 
and lever balloting. 

By coincidence, Lake County will be mov- 
ing to an optical scan voting for the April 3 con- 
solidated elections. 

According to Lake County Clerk Willard 
Helander, the optical ballot idea was one that 
she made in 1996 to the county board. 

Lake County voters will now mark an opti- 
cal scan ballot 'and insert the ballot Into a 
polling place ballot box that will count die bal- 
lot as it is inserted. 

The official optical scan ballot is a single 
sheet of paper issued to the voter along with a - 



marking pen. The voter is instructed to com- 
pletely color in the oval next to the name of the 
candidate of their choice. 

Helander said the process is as easy as fill- 
ing in the bubbles on a lottery ticket 

She said the decision to change came from 
necessity as one election used 228 punch posi- 
tions on the ballot 

"We were maxed for space," said Helander. 
"If we had one more question to add to the bal- 
lot, we would have had to print on the back." 

Following the Florida fiasco, Helander said 
everyone is familiar with the term "butterfly 
ballot" and the confusion they can cause for 
voters. 

The new voting system also offers a new 
safeguard for voters should they mistakenly

Pow! Zap! Wham! 

Where there is competition, as might be expected, things 
are beginning to heat up in connection with the April 3 
consolidated elections. Just about a month to gather up 
votes! 

Unlike Libertyvillc,Wauconda and the Village of Round Lake, for ex- 
ample, where the mayor's post is uncontested, battleground commu- 
nities in the Lakeland area are becoming noticeably edgy and, in some 
cases, uncommonly acf imogious. Would you believe? Civility and 
"gentlemanly politics" may be stylish these days in the nation's capi- 
tol, but not around this locality at election time. 

Two former mayors, Joyce Frayer of Lake Villa, and Debbie Vasels of 
Lake Zurich, have come out swinging to get their old jobs back. Pow! 
Zap! Now that a stage-setting Feb. 27 primary is over and a Democra- 
tic nominee has been selected, the gloves are coming off in Waukegan 
where independent candidate Jack Potter is offering new ideas, new 
faces and renewed energy to vault the county seat center out of its 
Rust Belt doldrums. Jab! Counter! Duck! 

In some places, it's politics as usual. Gurnce Mayor Dick Wei ton 
good naturedly is going about the business of campaigning for re- 
election. Only a small band of Welton enemies seem uncomfortable 
about having a perennial in the mayor's chair. In Fox Lake, vtfiere lo- 
cal politics always is a popularity contest, two challengers arc out to 
unseat the populist incumbent, jim Pappas. The Antioch mayoral 
race can be characterized as "traditional" where the challenger insists 
"I can do it better" than incumbent Mayor Marilyn Shincflug. 

The mayoral campaigns in Mundelein and Grayslake, however, are • 
cast in a different mold this year. The races in these two communities 
are attracting attention beyond village boundaries because of non- 
typical, or non-local campaign issues. 

Guns and gun control is a front and center topic in Grayslake where 
two village trustees, Stacey J. Braverman and Tim Perry, are locked in a 
struggle for an open mayoral seat. Perry represents an administration 
that got rid of a popular gun show at the county fairgrounds that lies 
within corporate boundaries. Braverman has framed the gun show 
banishment as both a constitutional rights issue and an economic de- 
velopment question. She also is challenging the conventional wis- 
dom that Rte. 53 is the end all solution to traffic gridlock. Not exactly 
the stuff of local politics — like filling potholes or replacing water 

mains. 

Republican strategists are watching the Mundelein mayoral race 
closely because challenger Steve Powell is active in Democratic poli- 
tics and the recipient of generous union contributions. Incumbent 
Mayor Marilyn Sindles' role in setting the pace for a total rehabilita- 
tion of the village infrastructure and physical facilities is almost an af- 
ter-thought. Powell's national party preference and his union involve- 
ment have become topics of heated debate. Again, not exactly the 
stuff of local politics like hiring more police or studying pay raises for 
office personnel. 

With four years of leadership at stake, the political discourse in a 
number of towns has become shrill and contentious. Genuine anger 
is an emotion not often seen in village politics. We don't know if this is 
good or bad. But this is what we're getting this year.

Tail wagging for bigger dog 

In a bygone era, Gurnee existed in the shadow of Waukegan, an 
appendage, a bedroom for the muscular industrial and commer- 
cial center of Lake County. Gurnee's pride rested on attractive 
Brown Cr. homes, the scrappy Blue Devil basketball and football 
teams of Warren High School, and a landmark restaurant, the Rustic 
Manor. 

How times have changed. In recent years, enterprises like Gurnee 
Mills Shopping Center, Great America, shifting car dealerships to the 
Grand Ave. auto corridor and scores of upscale residential subdivi- 
sions, long since have turned the spotlight on Gurnee, which original- 
ly came into being because it .was a stop on a railroad line.. • 

It took one final symbolic stroke, though, to drive home the point 
that Gurnee now is the dog and its long time neighbor is the tail. That 
was adoption by the Gurnee council the other night of a resolution 
opposing expansion of casino gambling in Illinois to Waukegan. If 
that act wasn't the ultimate indignity, the vote spoke loudly and clearly 
of Gurnee's dominance. 

Hat in hand, re tiring Waukegan Mayor Bill Durkin came before 
Gurriee.officials to plea for their support in acquiring a casino. Cooly 
and analytically, Gurnee officials pointed out how the social fallout of 
casino gambling would be negative to their community. Trustee 
Donald Rudny made a point how riverboats generate windfalls at the 
expense of neighboring communities. That's Gurnce, Mayor Durkin. 

Durkin lamented that Gurnee appeared to be telling another town 
what to do. Precisely, And that kind of authority Is exercised from a 
position of authority. The bigger dog is speaking. 
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No respect hounds 'Generous George

ov. George Ryan and co- 
median Rodney Danger- 
field share a common 
problem besides their per- 
petually sad-eyed and jowly expres- 
sion. Neither one gets any respect. 

Dangerfield wows the audience 
every time he grabs a microphone. 
Ryan wows the citizens of Illinois 
every time he picks up his pen to 
sign another giveaway check. 

Yet, no respect. 

The guv has turned the old saying 
about "Nothing succeeds like suc- 
cess" completely on its head. 

Gov, Ryan has been compiling a 
commendable list of achievements 
and even members of his own party 
are calling for his retirement, U.S. 
Sen. Peter Fitzgerald (R-Ill,) says, 
"Governor, don't bother running 
again." 

A breath-taking $12 billion in infra- 
structure improvements has been 
spread around the state in Ryan's 
Illinois FIRST initiative. A nice bit of 
that money landed in Lake County. 
How much was the Lake County 
share? "Hard to figure. No one 
knows for sure," remarked State Rep. 
Susan Garrett (D-Lakc Forest). Both 
Republican and Democrat legisla- 
tors lugged in the cash. 

Maybe Gov. Ryan isn't revered be- 
cause of the way the cash was ladled 
out. Grant Township (Fox Lake) won 
a matching grant of $200,000 from 
the Dept. of Natural Resources to 
build some baseball diamonds and 
football fields. The township 
"matched" the grant with $200,000 

from Ryan. 

Count up the plus points for "good 
George." Ryan won national ac- 
claim with his moratorium on exe- 
cutions. He's pushing for pay raises 
for state workers who care for the 
developmental^ disabled. The gov- 
ernor is leading the way to raise the 
foundation level of $4,425 perstu- ■ 
dent for state school aid. He has a 
plan to make schools more account- 
able. 

Gov. Ryan can take his share of the 
credit for the retention and creation 
of more than 60,000 jobs in an era of 
economic insecurity and headline 
grabbing layoffs. Ryan has attacked 
brownfields, invested in ethanol re- 
search, made gfci laws tougher,, 
broadened the senior citizen "Cir- 
cuit Breaker," created a tuition tax 
breiiker, rebated taxes of $280 mil- 
lion. Tills is only a partial list of ac- 
complishments of tile first-term 
chief executive. 

The governor can do a lot of things 
because of boom times. Fiscal 2000 
ended with a $1.5 billion surplus. 
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Fiscal year 2001 is expected to end 
with a $1.2 billion surplus. Ryan has 
government management achieve- 
. ments that fell through the crack 
with his predecessors. 
Why then the disrespect? Two rea- 
sons. Bulldogs in the Chicago media 
won't let die poor guy off the hook 
on the licenscs-for-bribes scandal 
when he was secretary of state. The 
conservative wing of the Republican 
party with Fitzgerald at the helm 
sees payback time for Ryan snubs of 
the past. Part of die conservative 
emnity lies with the distaste of GOP 
governors playing footsie with the 
Chicago Democratic machine, a po- 
litical art form Gov. Ryan has refined 
to virtuosity status. 

Rodney Dangerfield lets fans deal 
with his lack of respect. Maybe Gov. 
Ryan will let the voters decide if he 
should run for re-election? Novel 
thought.

Our son Is In his first year of Jr. High 
and Is flunking out of almost every- 
thing. We were devastated! I have seen a 
few columns of yours about this type of 
thing and have a couple questions for 
you. Since the beginning of my son's ed- 
ucational experience, I have been help- 
ing him with his homework almost to 
the point of doing It myself. If I didn't 
do It myself, I would give him so much 
help on It that he wouldn't really have to 
think. Up until this last school year, It 
didn't seem to be a big deal, but when 
he got Into Jr. High, all of a sudden I saw 
him having a great deal of trouble with 
doing anything on his own and I can't 
help but wonder if Isct him up for this 
by giving too much help over the years. 
That Is my first question. Did 17 My sec- 
ond question Is about cognitive skills. I 
see that you help kids to develop better 
cognitive skills from some of your past 
columns. Could my son have had these 
kinds of problems and would that show 
up as always asking for help from me? 
If so, what can I do now? I feel horribly 
guilty and want to see my son succeed. 
Please help. D.II. 

Hi D.H., 

I will give you my thoughts on this but 
first I want you to know two things. First, 
without seeing you and your son in person, 
telling you exactly what to do would not be 
appropriate in a column so I hope you will 
call again and consult with me in person so I 
can give you more direct help. Secondly, I 
know you feel guilty and I have met many 
other parents who feel the same way. I want 
you to read this column with the understand- 
ing that you did the best you could and did 
what you thought was right. So, don't spend 
your time worrying about guilt. Just make it 
right now! Also you are not alone! Many, 
many parents do the very thing you describe 
out of love and concern for their child. My 
answers to your questions will not be about

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looking back and placing blame. Rather, I 
hope you take my answers as a way to start 
fresh now so that your son can get on the 
right track and you can have a closer, more 
appropriate relationship together. It's defi- 
nitely not too late! . 

Regarding your first question: If you have 
been doing your son's homework for him for 
a long time, more than likely, it may have had 
an effect on his ability to handle new tilings 
and new difficulty levels. Kids do learn to 
handle the harder work by doing the material 
before it. Let me give you a comparison. We 
have a puppy that has gotten a cut on her 
paw on a few of our recent walks. She didn't 
step on anything. It just got sore from walk- 
ing. Well, being the caring and overprotective 
person that I am, I wanted to rub some vita- 
min E oil on her footpad to make it better. 
Prior to doing that, I made sure to call our vet 
to be sure it was the right thing to do because 
I wasn't quite sure. The vet told me that it was 
not a good idea and that those cuts would 
scab over and make her feet tougher. Of 
course, she wanted me to clean the wound 
etc. If I would have done what felt good to me 
and her at the time, I would have made her 
feet weaker for the future. The toughening- 
up is the key to success! The calluses make us 
strong! The same is true of your child's acad- 
emic experiences. The more chance he has to 
work on the hard stuffand get It right be- 
cause he did the work, the less the fear will be 
in facing new challenges and the more he will 
feel capable of handling more. The key is to 
make sure that the difficulty goes up in small 
increments and not large jumps. 

Another important tiling for you and oth- 
er people to know is this: most of the kids that

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I see in my program seem to come in at the 
transition times. What I mean by this is kids 
who have just gotten into real school work for 
the first time (first grade), the beginning of Jr. 
High, the beginning of High School or the be- 
ginning of College. As you might already 
know, each time a child makes the transition 
to a new level of school, the difficulty goes up 
and the "spoon feeding" goes down. By the 
time kids reach Jr. High, the spoon goes in 
the drawer permanently and the kids are 
asked to do tilings very independently . If a 
child has had cognitive processing difficulties 
all along that have been masked by help from 
parents and teachers, it becomes quite ap- 
parent and painful for the child when the in- 
dependence requirement increases. This is 
why these transitions can be so tough! 

Regarding whether your child has cogni- 
tive processing problems or not, I would have 
to do a screening on him to determine that 
for sure, but I will tell you what I have seen 
happen with other people who have experi- 
enced what you have reported. Many kids 
that I have seen, started with some cognitive 
deficits which made them ask for help from 
parents, teachers, etc. Once they made the 
connection that asking for help meant hardly 
having to do any work, they began to ask for 
more help until one day, parents, teachers, 
etc. are supporting their entire workload. So, 
it can start out being cognitive deficits and 
end up both cognitive and behavioral be- 
cause the behavior worked to make the child 
feel less uncomfortable and has become a 
habit now. Think about it If you felt scared 
about taking something on and someone else 
came along who would do it for you, would- 
n't you go back for more? Most of us would. 

As I said before, I think the key for you 
will not be in blaming yourself or looking 
back. I think your key is to get him screened, 
find out if he does have any cognitive pro- 
cessing problems and then start him on a 
very specific, structured, training program to 
train him how to take on die work on his 
own, without fear. Without training these 
skills back into shape, kids can have a very 
hard lime getting on track. This is really the 
heart of what I do In my program, so this 
space won't be adequate to explain it fully 
here. Suffice it to say that I help kids and par- 
ents learn how to let the child take on the 
hard stuff without flinching. I want these kids 
to be able to look at the next upcoming chal- 
lenge and say to themselves, "I know I can do 
this!" That is my goal for every kid that I see 
and I'm sure will be your new goal for your 
son. 

I wish you luck and again hope you will 
call again.

Even though the proofs not in the box 
score, there are so many other things a basket- 
ball player can do for his team.

Job Sharing - (he Trend that never Materialized 

By Scott T. Fklschmann 

For many years those of us in human resource management have 
known that there will be a tremendous shortage of qualified people to 
meet our corporate needs. We have looked for solutions but we haw 
found few real answers that can help us meet our needs. One solution 
lliat has had promise is job sharing. Job sharing is llic situation where 
two people fill the same job so dial neither person needs to work full 
time. 

Although job sharing has been discussed since the early eighties, few 
organizations have met with success Implementing the program. Those 
who have tried It claim that more management time is required to nuke 
it work, and that they have not seen any real increase in their ability to 
fill positions using this techniques. 

Personally, 1 bdieve that job staring is a piactical technique for solv- 
ing the problem (at this point It is more of a crisis) of unfilled positions. 
In addition, there arc many people who would work if they could work 
part lime. If )t>u arc one of those people here arc some Ideas; about 
what is required of you to be a valued |ob sharcr. 

In order to share a job you must be VERY compatible with the person 
with whom you arc staring die job. Make sure you gel to know thai per- 
son before you share a Job with him or her. 

Von will probably not get benefits for part lime work, few companies- 
pay for health care, vacation etc., for part time workers. 

You must be able to work extra hours to provide needed communica- 
tion wilh your job share partner. For a job mat normally takes forty 
hours per week, each Job-sliaring partner should allow five extra hours 
weekly for communication. Since die company Is allowing you the 
opportunity to Job share, you should not expect to be paid for these 
extra hours. No organization should be expected to pay for fifty hours 
of work when the job normally takes forty hours to complete. 

Initially you should expect to split die normal salary equally with your 
job share partner. Therefore, for a Job that normally pays $30,000 per 
year, you will each make $15,000. 

So why.would someone want to share a Job If It requires extra unpaid 
hours, and docs not pay for benefits? Because it Is a great opportunity 
for iIkwc who want to keep their skills sharp while tlicy raise llicir chil- 
dren. It can also help for those who want to go back to school in order 
to move to the next skill level in ihdr chosen occupation, or for those 
who want to change careers. People who are able to retire hul who 
choose to continue to work may want to Job share. People in ministry 
positions may wanl to supplement their income by sharing a job.

Job Search

Q m \ am an Office Manager of a small company based in Lake 
■ Courtly. The Owner of the company is away from ihc 
office approximately 60 percent of the work week and he has left 
me to run the office in his absence* I started with this company 
just over a year ago with a stafT of 6 on board at the time all of 
which are still here. I have become somewhat distraught over the 
bad habits that some of these employees have involving work 
ethics and have resigned myself to the fact that if I am not part of 
the solution, then I am part of the problem. Some of the bad 
habits that these employees arc faced with include total abuse of 
lunch breaks, personal telephone usage and tardiness as though it 
were acceptable to come in whenever one wants. They know that 
with the owner not being there in the a.m., that they can gel away 
with it because they did, for so long, with the other manager that 
was here, I am on no power trip by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion. I feel as though I need to whip this place into shape or move 
on myself. I know if I were to lay down the rules, that it will be 
looked at with animosity, I certainly do not want to alienate 
myself from these employees, so I hope you can give me some 
direction as to how to approach this. 

A m You say that the staff has been under your direction for just 
•over a year well now they have been getting away with it for 
the past year while under your direction too! Good news is, il*s not 
loo late for change. Without knowing the type of authority you 
have in your position, this is something that you will want to sit 
down with the owner, establish and feel comfortable" with. You 
need to explain to the owner, that rules and guidelines need to be 
enforced or reinforced in order to regain control of the things that 
arc clearly being abused. This should not be the time to point fin* 
gcrs in any way at any one or six pcrson(s), but a lime to establish 
rules that he will agree should and will be enforced. It will be 
important for him to set forth the policies or relinquish those reigns 
to you in order lhal they be carried out. An agreement should be 
made fur means of disciplinary action as well. Bxplain that failure 
to carry out disciplinary actions, even if they result in termination 
of employment, will only continue to be a show to all employees 
that it is, "ok** to get away with it, becau. 1 ^ nothing will happen. 
The owner of the company should also know that In his absence, it 
is hard for you to sec him taken advantage of and you feel lhal as 
an Office Manager, he may want to allow you the opportunity to 
keep the office running in an orderly fashion. This will mean hav- 
ing the authority to make sure that his office environment isn't run- 
ning like a "free for all i \ It is important in speaking with the owner, 
to set up a plan of probation. After an employee has been warned, 
you should put them on a written probation that stales furlhcr vio- 
lation of this nature will be grounds for termination. If he does give 
you the * 4 ok", understand lhat he, I am sure, will not be expecting 
to walk in lo the office one day and sec lhat you have entirely 
cleaned house with a whole new staff/Rules can be set forth, and 
rules can be enforced. It is a maticr of how they are presented to Ihe 
staff as to whether or not ihcy may be taken seriously. If they are 
not . . . that is the choice the employee has made* The Owner should 
feel fortunate thai he lias an Office Manager that cares enough to 
|bring this to his attention. Pd be interested in knowing how this 
lurns out. Please let me know. Good luck.
